Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown  which  was 
made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Town.  This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1954,  and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  Occtober  20th, 
1955.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Municipal  Court  and  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets— December  31,  1953 — Decem- 
ber 31,  1954  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1953  and 
December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  in- 
dicated therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $1,965.68  in  1954. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2)

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 
Estimated  and  Actual  Revenue  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4. 
As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $7,744.82,  less  a  revenue  sur- 
plus of  $7,738.06,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $6.76. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1954,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit B.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  October  20, 
1955,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  H. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  of  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  December 
31,  1954,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  con- 
tained in  Exhibit  G. 
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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtain- 
ed from  depository  banks. 

General  Comments 

Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Table  I  presents  a  ten  year  statement  of  Indebtedness, 
Valuation  and  Taxes,  covering  the  years  1944  to  1954. 

It  is  noted  that  long  term  notes  and  bonds  outstanding 
increased  from  $4,000.00  to  $178,000.00  during  this  period. 
It  is  also  noted  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
changed  from  a  Surplus  of  $17,413.62  in  1944  to  a  Net  Debt 
of  $144,831.79  in  1954. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  increased  by 
$1,771,206.00  or  46%,  while  the  amount  of  the  annual  pro- 
perty tax  levy  increased  from  $114,488.00  to  $347,214.00, 
or  203%. 

The  local  tax  rate  increased  from  $2.99  to  $6.20  per  hun- 
dred, compared  to  an  increase  in  the  average  tax  rate  for 
the  State  during  this  period  of  $3.07  to  $4.64. 

Tax  Sale  Accounts : 

When  property  is  sold  to  the  town  for  taxes  and  the  sub- 
sequent year's  taxes  are  not  paid  by  the  owner  it  has  been 
the  practice  for  the  town,  as  purchaser,  to  pay  the  subsequent 
taxes  rather  than  to  have  the  property  advertised  and  sold 
again.  The  law  provides  that  this  procedure  may  be  followed. 

However,  any  subsequent  taxes  paid  after  a  sale  has 
Ijeen  held  should  be  added  to  the  amount  of   the  original 
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sale.  In  order  to  redeem  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  owner 
or  other  interested  party  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  original 
sale  plus  subsequent  taxes  as  well  as  interest. 

The  usual  and  recommended  procedure  is  to  sell  the  pro- 
perty each  year.  In  this  way  the  purchaser  acquires  a  lien 
for  each  year's  sale  and  the  owner  may  likewise  redeem  from 
each  individual  sale. 

Withholding  Procedure: 

The  following  procedure  in  accounting  for  withholding 
on  account  of  income  tax  and  retirement  purposes  is  recom- 
mended : 

The  net  amount  actually  paid  to  the  employee  should  be 
entered  in  the  "Total  Payments"  column.  The  amount  ac- 
tually earned  should  be  entered  in  the  classification  column 
or  columns. 

The  difiference  between  the  amount  earned  and  the  amount 
paid  is  represented  by  the  amount  withheld.  This  should  be 
carried  out  in  two  columns  headed  "Taxes  Withheld"  and 
"Retirement  Withheld".  Each  column  should,  be  totaled  at 
the  close  of  every  period  and  checks  issued  to  the  Director 
of  Internal  Revenue  and  the  State  Retirement  System  for 
the  respective  column  total  amounts.  The  amounts  of  these 
checks  should  be  entered  in  the  "Total  Payments"  column 
and  the  "Taxes  Withheld"  or  "Retirement  Withheld"  col- 
umns. The  classification  account  was  charged  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  employees'  earnings  when  the  payroll  checks 
were  issued. 

Municipal  Court: 

It  is  recommended  that  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
(whether  by  check  or  cash)  of  the  Municipal  Court,  in- 
cluding small  claims  accounts,  should  be  recorded  in  the 
cash  book. 

Trust  Funds: 

Securities  and  bank  books  representing  the  invested  prin- 
cipal and  income  of  the  trust   funds  were  examined.    No 
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record  of  the  individual  accounts  which  make  up  the  com- 
mon trust  fund  was  available  for  audit. 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officials  which  we  examined 
were  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  and 
financial  procedure  with  exceptions  as  noted,  conformed 
to  prescribed  methods  and  procedure. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  re- 
quire that  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations 
of  this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report 
of  the  Town.  If  this  is  not  done  the  Tax  Commission,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Town,  may  cause  the  summary  to  be 
separately  published  and  distributed  or  published  in  a  news- 
paper having  a  general  circulation  in  the  Town. 

The  inclusion  of  Exhibits  in  the  published  report  is  op- 
tional with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Goffstown  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

It  is  further  noted  that  during  the  same  period  deficiency 
appropriations  totaling  $32,220.00,  were  made  as  follows:

Fiscal  Year  Ended  June  30,  1955  3,800.00 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  period  from  June  30, 
1949  to  June  30,  1955,  the  current  deficit  increased  by  ap- 
proximately $10,000,  despite  the  fact  that  in  the  same  period 
deficiency  appropriations  amounting  to  more  than  $32,000.00 
were  made. 
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Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  matter  of  making  up 
the  $25,000.00  deficit  in  the  preparation  of  the  1956-57  and 
subsequent  years'  budgets  of  the  school  district.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  might  be 
made  each  year  for  five  years  or  until  such  time  as  the  deficit 
is  liquidated.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  citizens  of  tJie  Town  of  Goffstoivn: 

It  is  a  common  tendency  on  the  part  of  all  of  us  to  be  very 
much  aware  of  those  things  we  believe  to  be  wrong  in  our 
town,  but  give  little  thought  to  praiseworthy  accomplish- 
ments. It  is  well,  therefore,  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  year 
to  bring  to  your  attention  some  of  the  accomplishments 
which  add  to  the  betterment  of  our  town,  as  well  as  acquaint- 
ing you  with  the  problems  that  we  must  face  in  the  years 
ahead. 

TAXES 

Your  Selectmen  are  continually  reminded  each  year  of 
the  large  increase  in  your  tax  bill.  Complaining  is,  of  course, 
a  natural  reaction  and  we  endeavor  in  every  case  to  explain 
to  the  best  of  our  abilities  the  reasons  for  the  increase.  We 
have  asked  many  citizens  this  question,  "Would  you  be  satis- 
fied with  poorer  highways  and  less  maintenance,  inadequate 
schools,  fewer  street  lights,  no  sewer  extensions  and  a  cur- 
tailment of  all  of  the  other  services  our  town  provides?". 
The  answer  we  received  is  "No"  and  the  person  usually 
agrees  that  he  would  like  much  more  and  for  some  reason 
expects  to  pay  less.  It  all  adds  up  to  the  fact  that  the  money 
voted  at  Town  and  School  Meetings  determines  your  tax 
bill  for  the  coming  year.  There  is  no  evidence  that  there  will 
be  any  possibility  of  a  curtailment  in  spending  wathin  the 
near  future. 

BUDGET 

Careful  planning  and  excellent  management  on  the  part  of 
each  department  have  made  it  possible  to  realize  a  balanced 
budget  again  this  year.  All  departments  kept  within  the  bud- 
get which  was  allotted  by  the  vote  at  To\vn  Meeting. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

With  the  passing  of  John  Putnam,  Goffstown  has  lost  a 
loyal  public  servant.  During  the  eighteen  years  he  served  as 
Chief  of  Police  the  interest  of  Goffstown  and  its  citizens  was 
always  foremost  in  his  thoughts  and  actions.  He  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  all  of  us,  but  especially  by  the  children 
for  he  endeared  himself  to  the  hearts  of  all  of  them. 

During  Mr.  Putnam's  illness,  Earle  Dubois  carried  on 
the  duties  of  his  superior  officer  and  recently  was  appointed 
Chief  of  Police. 

Traffic  violations  are  the  number  one  problem  of  our 
Police  Force.  Continual  study  is  being  made  on  the  part  of 
the  State  Highway  Department  in  cooperation  with  our  local 
officials  in  an  effort  to  better  regulate  the  flow  of  traffic 
through  the  thickly  populated  areas  of  our  Town. 

HIGHWAYS 

During  the  past  year  our  highways  were  kept  in  an  ex- 
cellent condition.  Some  new  streets  were  laid  out  and  part 
of  our  tarvia  roads  were  resurfaced.  A  great  deal  of  atten- 
tion was  given  to  the  improvement  of  our  back  roads.  Until 
the  payloader  was  added  to  our  equipment  the  cost  of  doing 
this  work  was  prohibitive. 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  excellent  job  Horace 
Shirley  is  doing  as  your  Road  Agent.  His  accomplishments 
are  worthy  of  your  highest  praise. 

TOWN  AUDIT 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting  your  Select- 
men petitioned  the  State  Tax  Commission  for  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Town.  The  results  were  most  gratifying 
as  you  will  learn  by  reading  the  Tax  Commission's  Report 
found  elsewhere  in  your  Town  Report.  The  Auditors  spoke 
very  highly  of  the  excellent  manner  in  which  all  of  the  town 
books  have  been  kept. 
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DISPOSAL  PLANT 

During  the  past  five  years  your  Selectmen  have  endeav- 
ored to  the  best  of  their  ability  to  deal  with  the  Pollution 
problem  in  the  best  interests  of  our  Town.  Requests  for  ex- 
tension of  time  were  denied:  the  legislative  bill  to  classify 
the  Piscataquog  River  was  passed  and  became  a  law.  The 
order  was  received  and  your  Selectmen  had  no  alternative 
but  to  present  the  matter  to  the  voters.  In  compliance  with 
!the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  the  Town  has  purchased  a  site  for 
the  Pollution  Plant  and  plans  and  specifications  are  now  be- 
ing prepared.  The  Pollution  Board  has  advised  us  to  place 
the  article  in  the  Warrant  again  this  year  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

At  the  time  your  Town  Report  went  to  press  the  entire 
matter  rests  with  the  Court  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  ques- 
tion will  be  decided  soon  in  order  that  we  may  report  to  you 
at  Town  Meeting. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Is  the  record  breaking  building  boom  of  1955  to  continue 
through  1956  in  Goffstown  ?  For  the  past  few  years  we  have 
been  thinking  there  would  be  a  drop  in  home  construction 
but  we  were  wrong  each  time.  Ninety  new  homes  were  built 
this  year  and  even  though  1956  might  not  produce  a  new 
record  in  Gofifstown,  yet  those  in  the  building  industry  look 
forward  to  another  good  year,  especially  in  the  residential 
construction  field.  There  are  already  two  new  developments 
in  prospect  and  no  doubt  many  more  will  be  forthcoming, 

PLANS  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

There  is  every  indication  that  the  business  district  of 
Goffstown  Village  is  due  for  expansion.  Super-markets  and 
more  filling  stations  are  being  contemplated.  Some  businesses 
have  already  moved  into  areas  that  have  always  been  re- 
garded as  residential.  Some  zoning  measures  must  be  adopt- 
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ed   for   no   town   can   grow   succesfully   on   a   hit-and-miss 
basis. 

Our  rapid  growth  in  population  plus  the  increase  in  traffic 
on  all  our  highways  add  greatly  to  the  duties  of  our  Police 
Force,  and  bring  us  closer  to  the  time  when  at  least  one 
more  man  will  have  to  be  added  to  the  present  force. 

Our  back  roads  were  originally  constructed  for  the  horse 
and  buggy.  Narrow,  with  poor  foundations,  many  of  these 
roads  are  inadequate  for  modern  travel.  They  must  be 
widened,  curves  removed,  and  resurfaced. 

A  solution  to  our  sewage  problems  must  be  reached  within 
the  near  future  as  many  requests  for  sewer  extensions  in 
critical  areas  are  being  received.

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Report   of   Barnard    Playground   Trustees 

This  year,  the  trustees  made  a  comprehensive  study  of 
activities  at  the  Playground  and  found  that  the  most  used 
facihty  is  our  Ball  Field.  With  this  in  mind,  we  decided  to 
improve  the  field  in  stages.  This  year  work  was  started  on 
the  infield  and  we  expect  to  finish  it  by  early  spring.  Part 
of  the  project  was  accomplished  with  the  help  of  High 
School  Boys  who  volunteered  their  services.  For  this  we 
wish  to  thank  them  for  their  efforts  and  commend  them  for 
their  community  spirit.  We  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Abram- 
son  and  Mr.  Moulton  for  the  part  they  played  on  the  Ball 
Diamond  Project.  We  can  be  very  proud  here  in  Gof  fstown, 
to  have  a  real  big  league  infield  for  our  future  stars  in  base- 
ball. The  next  step  is  to  revamp  the  outfield  which  is  in 
bad  shape,  mostly  because  it  has  never  been  improved.  The 
ground  is  uneven  and  void  of  loam  in  many  places.  To  do 
a  complete  job  it  should  be  graded,  filled  with  loam  in  places 
and  reseeded.  This  could  be  done  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$400.00  which  might  be  raised  by  special  appropriation. 
We  might  add  that  the  Pinardville  team  also  uses  this  dia- 
mond so  it  would  not  be  a  project  only  for  the  village  boys. 

Other  projects  completed  this  year  were :  the  painting  of 
equipment  and  archway  leading  to  the  grounds,  cementing 
and  painting  up  of  pillars  at  entrance  to  grounds,  carpentry 
work  on  grand  stand  and  painting  of  lines  on  tennis  court. 

Our  eight  week  summer  program  was  conducted  by  Bill 
Shannahan  and  Carol  Corning  who  did  a  fine  job.  The  final 
week  was  reserved  for  special  events  and  prizes  were  award- 
ed for  best  attendance,  sportsmanship  and  athletic  contests. 
This  was  a  new  feature  this  year  and  was  well  received  by 
the  children.  Baseball,  Tennis,  Horse  shoes,  Basket  Ball  and 
Volley  Ball  were  enjoyed  through  the  first  seven  weeks. 

Projects  contemplated  for  the  coming  year  in  addition  to 
overhauling  the  outfield  will  include  new  swings  of  a  safety 
design,  new  hand  rails   for  the  slide  and  merry-go-round 
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and  a  new  sand  box  for  the  kiddies.  We  shall  also  erect  a 
new  Back  Board  for  basket  ball  and  posts  for  the  volley 
ball  court. 

The  trustees  expect  a  fine  turnout  of  boys  and  girls  again 
this  year  and  will  plan  a  program  to  keep  them  healthy  and 
happy.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Goffsfozvn: 

The  need  for  additional  classroom  space  has  been  tempor- 
arily alleviated  by  the  new  elementary  school  building  on 
Maple  Avenue  which  is  completed  except  for  a  few  minor 
additions.  If  you  have  not  visited  the  building  we  urge  you 
to  do  so.  The  two  lower  grades,  consisting  of  four  classes 
were  moved  in  the  first  of  January,  thus  relieving  the  crowd- 
ed conditions  existing  in  the  High  School  building.  The  new 
school  has  ten  classrooms,  an  all-purpose  room  and  working 
area  for  the  school  nurse.  The  building  was  planned  and  con- 
structed so  that  other  rooms  may  be  added  when  necessary 
without  materially  altering  the  present  building.  It  should 
take  care  of  expected  enrollments  in  the  years  just  ahead. 

Through  careful  planning  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ping of  the  new  school,  sufficient  funds  were  raised  for  the 
completion  of  the  work  barring  unusual  circumstances.  It  is, 
therefore,  unfortunate  that  the  engineers'  survey  of  the  plot 
gave  the  architect  an  error  in  the  elevation  of  the  sewer  This 
was  discovered  by  the  contractor  when  he  was  ready  to  lay 
the  line  from  the  building  to  the  sewer  in  Maple  Avenue. 

This  error  resulted  in  raising  the  building  eight  inches, 
using  extra  concrete,  extra  sewer  pipe,  and  doing  consider- 
able extra  grading.  All  of  these  extras,  totaling  approximate- 
ly $2,600.00,  were  added  to  the  cost  of  the  original  contract. 
Paying  the  final  requisition  for  funds  on  the  contract  will 
use  money  originally  planned  for  equipment. 

While  classroom  space  has  ceased  to  be  a  problem  for  the 
time  being,  the  Board  is  confronted  by  others  no  less  press- 
ing. One  of  the  most  serious  concerns  our  budget.  To  un- 
derstand the  problem  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  to  the  school 
year  of  1948-1949.  the  period  of  constructing  the  addition 
to  the  High  School.  During  that  period  certain  alternates  and 
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other  expenditures  of  a  capital  nature  were  made  to  the 
addition  and  the  original  building,  causing  an  over-run  of 
some  $15,000.00.  These  costs  were  met  by  using  money  that 
should  have  been  reserved  for  the  summer  payroll  for  teach- 
ers. This  payroll  in  turn  was  met  by  tax  monies  received 
after  July  1.  For  the  past  several  years,  meeting  the  summer 
payroll  from  money  received  after  July  1st  has  been  the 
pattern  of  operation.  This  procedure  was  not  uncommon  in 
school  districts,  due  to  the  understanding  that  unused  bal- 
ances as  of  June  30  were  deductions  on  the  tax  levy  of  the 
following  year. 

The  fact  that  the  amount  of  the  summer  payroll  was  car- 
ried on  the  balance  sheet  of  our  annual  financial  report  for 
June  30,  1955  prompted  the  Tax  Commission  to  assign  two 
of  its  auditors  to  review  the  financial  condition  of  the  Dis- 
trict. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  irregularities  were  discovered 
in  vouchering  and  posting  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 
However,  in  addition  to  the  above,  it  was  found  that  the  last 
five  or  six  years  the  annual  cost  of  operating  the  schools  has 
been  underestimated  by  approximately  $2,000.00  a  year.  This 
increases  the  deficit  to  approximately  $25,000.00  as  of  June 
30,  1955. 

From  this  situation  two  things  seem  obvious ;  first  that  the 
board  should  adopt  a  more  realistic  budget  in  terms  of  the 
actual  needs  of  the  district,  based  on  experience  of  the  past 
several  years ;  and  second,  some  additions  to  the  bookkeeping 
system  should  be  made  so  that  the  board  can  better  inform 
itself  as  to  the  exact  financial  status  of  the  District  at  any 
given  time  in  order  to  prevent  future  over-drafts  against  the 
budget.  The  board  also  feels  that,  until  such  time  as  it  can 
feel  certain  that  improvements  in  bookkeeping  are  function- 
ing satisfactorily,  it  should  have  an  annual  audit  by  the  Tax 
Commission. 
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The  opening  of  the  school  year  1955 — 1956  saw  changes 
in  the  school  personnel.  As  well  as  losing  several  teachers, 
the  School  District  lost  the  services  of  Kenneth  Bishop, 
Principal  of  the  high  school,  Luther  MacLeod  and  George 
Bergeron  acting  as  principals  of  the  White  school  and  the 
Bartlett  school  respectively.  School  officials  were  fortunate 
to  secure  Paul  Farris  as  Principal  of  the  High  School,  Theo- 
dore Houston  at  the  White  school  and  Luther  Copp  at  the 
Bartlett  school.  These  principals  are  effectively  carrying  on 
the  work  started  by  the  former  men.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  ihe  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
the  Goffstown  Schools. 

Teaching  Staff 

We  experienced  several  changes  in  our  teaching  staff  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  Kenneth  Bishop,  our  High  School 
Principal,  resigned  to  complete  the  requirem.ents  on  his  doc- 
torate at  Columbia  University ;  Luther  MacLeod,  teaching- 
principal  in  the  White  School,  accepted  a  position  as  teacher 
of  Air  Corps  personnel  in  Japan ;  and  George  Bergeron, 
principal  at  the  Bartlett  School  accepted  a  position  in  Keene. 

To  replace  the  above  named  principals,  the  School  Board 
elected  Paul  H.  Farris,  Theodore  J.  Houston,  Jr.,  and  Lu- 
ther M.  R.  Copp  respectively.  Mr.  Farris,  a  graduate  of 
Bates  College,  with  a  master's  degree  from  Boston  Univer- 
sity, and  with  fourteen  years  of  teaching  experience,  came  to 
us  from  the  principalship  of  Dow  Academy  in  Franconia. 
Mr.  Houston,  a  graduate  of  Plymont^i  Teachers  College, 
previously  served  as  teacher-principal  at  Lincoln,  N.  H.,  and 
Mr.  Copp  from  a  similar  position  at  Rindge,  N.  H. 
Other  changes  on  our  staff  include  the  following:

Enrollments 

The  enrollment  figures  in  our  several  schools  continued 
to  show  steady  growth.  With  the  opening  of  school  it  was 
necessary  to  transfer  certain  pupils  to  the  Village  in  order 
to  relieve  crowded  conditions  in  the  Bartlett  School.  Grades 
seven  and  eight  at  Bartlett  were  moved  to  the  Village,  to- 
gether with  certain  pupils  in  grades  four  through  six  from 
the  Grasmere  area.  At  the  present  time  the  Grasmere  school 
has  grades  1-3,  and  the  Bartlett  School  Grades  1-6.  It  is 
probable  that  next  fall  we  will  transport  all  Grasmere  pupils 
above  the  third  grade  to  the  Village,  and  that  the  Bartlett 
School  will  serve  only  the  pupils  of  its  area  through  the 
sixth  grade. 

It  will,  however,  be  necessary  to  increase  our  teaching  stafit" 
next  fall.  Two  elementary  teachers  are  needed  to  meet  the 
larger  groups  in  the  Village  School.  Had  classrooms  been 
available  with  the  opening  of  school  last  September,  it  would 
have  been  advisable  to  secure  an  additional  teacher  in  the 
intermediate  grades.  Next  fall  a  larger  sixth  grade  will 
necessitate  a  division,  and  another  teacher  secured  on  that 
level. 

The  High  School  staff  will  also  need  to  be  increased.  Al- 
though the  total  high  school  enrollment  will  not  be  consider- 
ably increased,  it  will  require  that  certain  subject-groups  be 
subdivided  and  additional  teaching  units  established.  The  ad- 
dition of  two  elementary  and  two  high  school  teachers  should 
serve  to  meet  our  major  needs  for  the  next  few  years,  but,  as 
has  been  mentioned  in  the  past,  we  can  not  be  too  certain 
in  a  growing  community  such  as  ours. 
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Buildings 

Although,  at  this  writing,  the  new  elementary  school  has 
not  been  formally  accepted  (certain  minor  items  still  being 
incomplete),  we  were  able  over  the  Christmas  Recess  to 
move  four  units  of  primary  children  into  the  new  plant.  The 
moving  of  these  groups  relieved  the  pressure  of  space  in  the 
High  School  Building,  and  allowed  that  unit  the  space  neces- 
sary for  its  program.  It  is  anticipated  that,  as  soon  as  the  new 
building  is  completed  and  certain  equipment  items  arrive,  we 
will  transfer  several  additional  primary  groups  to  the  new 
building.  This  latter  move  will  serve  to  relieve  the  overload 
on  the  High  School  Cafeteria. 

The  1956-57  Budget 

The  School  Budget  as  prepared  by  the  School  Board  calls 
for  an  increase  in  the  base  budget  of  approximately  $32,000 
over  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  principal  causes  of  this  increase 
are  under  the  items  of  Teachers'  Salaries  and  Operational 
Expenses  of  the  new  Elementary  School.  As  mentioned  ear- 
lier in  this  report,  we  feel  that  it  is  mandatory  to  add  four 
teachers  to  our  present  staff,  and  these  additional  salaries, 
plus  increases  in  salaries  of  our  present  teachers,  have  in- 
creased the  budget  item  for  Teachers'  Salaries  by  $19,300. 
It  should  be  mentioned  at  this  point  that  if  we  are  to  retain 
good  teachers  we  must  meet  the  average  salaries  paid  in  this 
area.  In  past  years  we  had  been  slightly  below  that  average, 
and  with  salaries  still  not  stabilized,  we  must  continue  to  pay 
salaries  commensurate  with  the  training  and  experience  of 
our  teachers. 

Contained  as  "special  articles"  in  the  warrant  are  items 
which  call  for  separate  action  at  the  District  Meeting.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  School  Board,  that,  although  the  members 
are  in  favor  of  the  several  articles,  they  should  not  be  in- 
cluded as  part  of  the  line  items  of  the  Budget  but  left  to  the 
vote  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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BartleU  School  Lighting:  The  lighting  at  the  Bartlett 
School  is  far  below  the  accepted  standards  for  schoolroom 
illumination.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  new  fluorescent 
fixtures  be  installed. 

High  School  Drivezvay  and  Banking:  At  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  1955  and  1956  we  appropriated  $400  each  year  to 
hot-top  the  High  School  Driveway,  with  the  idea  in  mind  to 
continue  the  program  until  the  entire  area  was  properly 
paved.  The  Board  has  also  anticipated  that  the  bank  to  the 
east  of  the  school  should  be  landscaped  and  the  area  made 
more  presentable. 

Equipment:  The  School  Board  included  in  its  budget  an 
item  for  equipment  to  the  amount  of  $6,438.  The  Budget 
Committee  requested  that  this  item  have  separate  action  by 
the  District  and  for  that  reason  a  special  article  is  provided. 
The  equipment  item  includes  ten  additional  typewriters, 
tables  and  chairs  for  the  Commercial  Department  of  the 
High  School.  As  our  high  school  grows,  the  equipment  in 
this  area  is  not  adequate  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  con- 
cerned that  we  provide  these  items  at  this  time. 

Additional  requests  for  equipment  are  to  furnish  the  oftice 
and  health  area  of  the  new  school,  and  for  cafeteria  equip- 
ment as  well.  When  the  budget  for  the  new  school  was  set  up 
a  year  ago,  it  appeared  that  funds  would  be  available  to  pur- 
chase the  above  mentioned  equipment.  However,  as  stated  by 
the  School  Board  in  its  report,  some  $2,600  additional  was 
spent  to  change  the  elevation  of  the  building,  and  several  mi- 
nor changes  in  the  specifications  authorized  as  the  building 
progressed,  depleted  the  funds  available  for  equipment. 

School  District  Warrant  for  1956 

The  Warrant  for  1956  as  now  prepared  contains  the  cus- 
tomary articles  relative  to  election  of  officers  and  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  budget.  The  budget  contains  an  addi- 
tional item  under  teachers'  salaries  to  provide  the  services  of 
a  "Helping  Teacher".  With  the  increasing  growth  in  certain 
areas,  the  superintendent  is  no  longer  able  to  devote  sufficient 

95 


time  to  supervision.  The  1953  Session  of  the  General  Court 
authorized  the  services  of  "helping  teachers"  in  such  Super- 
visory Unions  as  warranted  the  added  personnel.  The  law 
provides  that,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  the  adoption  of  the  provision  by  the  several  school 
districts  within  a  Supervisory  Union,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  will  contribute  $2,500  toward  the  salary,  the  bal- 
ance to  be  shared  by  the  districts  of  the  Union. 

Supervisory  Union  #19  (composed  of  Goflfstown,  Bow, 
Dunbarton,  New  Boston  and  Weare)  has  approximately 
doubled  in  size  during  the  past  ten  years ;  the  number  of 
teachers  increasing  from  42  in  1944  to  70  in  1956,  and  the 
number  of  pupils  from  985  to  some  1700.  It  is  obvious  that 
this  increase  in  numbers  of  teachers  and  pupils,  together 
with  the  added  building  and  financial  problems,  leaves  little 
time  for  the  superintendent  to  carry  on  classroom  supervi- 
sion. In  considering  the  problem  at  the  Supervisory  Union 
meeting  in  December,  it  was  practically  a  unanimous  feeling 
that  a  "helping  teacher"  could  perform  the  important  func- 
tion of  working  with  our  teachers  of  the  elementary  level  in 
developing  a  more  effective  teaching  and  educational  pro- 
gram. With  the  State  assuming  more  than  50%  of  the  cost 
of  such  a  person,  the  financial  demand  on  any  one  School 
District  is  relatively  small  in  terms  of  the  potential  results 
of  the  program.  For  that  reason,  the  item  was  included  in  the 
budget  of  the  Supervisory  Union  for  the  coming  school  year. 

In  addition  to  the  previously  mentioned  articles,  we  have 
also  included  several  articles  which  have  to  do  with  Social 
Security.  Prior  to  the  1955  Session  of  the  General  Court  it 
was  not  possible  to  provide  for  our  custodians  and  other  in- 
terested personnel  without  including  all  elected  school  dis- 
trict ofificers  and  employees.  The  new  statute  allows  for  the 
inclusion  or  exclusion  of  elected  and  appointed  groups,  as 
the  district  may  determine.  (Since  the  teachers  are  covered 
under  the  Teachers'  Retirement  System,  they  are  not  con- 
cerned in  the  Social  Security  program.) 
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Legislation 

The  1955  Session  of  the  General  Court  passed  two  other 
statutes  of  direct  concern  to  School  Districts,  both  of  which 
should  give  the  Goffstown  School  District  added  income. 

During  the  school  year  1956-57  we  will  be  entitled  to  a  re- 
imbursement of  20%  on  our  bond  payments  of  the  prior 
school  year.  As  you  will  note  on  the  income  side  of  the  pro- 
posed budget,  we  have  included  the  sum  of  $6,300  from  this 
source. 

The  General  Court  also  passed  legislation  by  which  a 
School  District  can  secure  reimbursement  on  tuition  of  pu- 
pils placed  in  foster  homes  in  the  community.  Prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  legislation,  the  costs  of  the  education  of  these 
children  had  to  be  carried  by  the  local  district.  We  will  now 
be  able  to  collect  from  the  district  of  origin.  In  the  case  of 
Gofifstown,  since  we  have  a  greater  number  of  pupils  placed 
in  our  community  than  we  have  Goffstown  children  in  other 
towns  of  the  state,  we  should  realize  considerable  income  to 
apply  toward  current  expenses. 

At  this  writing  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  probable  in- 
come figure,  but  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  tax  rate  for 
1956,  we  should  be  able  to  include  as  a  deduction  a  reason- 
ably accurate  figure  as  to  our  tuition  receipts  from  other 
school  districts,  and  such  figure  will  be  automatically  de- 
ducted.

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  HEALTH   REPORT 
—SEPTEMBER   1954— JUNE   1955 

Dear  Superintendent  Foote : 

I  am  submitting  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Service  given  in  the  Goffstown  Schools  for  the  period  1954- 
1955. 

During  this  time  Dr.  Albert  Snay  examined  all  pupils  in 
grades  one,  four,  seven,  ten,  all  new  children,  and  any  pupils 
going  out  for  competitive  sports.  Notices  v^ere  sent  to  pa- 
rents of  those  children  who  had  any  condition  which  deviated 
from  the  normal.  All  pupils  were  weighed,  measured  and  re- 
ceived a  vision  test.  625  children  received  the  hearing  test. 
143  children  were  given  the  Patch  Test  and  four  showed 
positive  reactions.  The  four  reactors  were  given  chest  X- 
rays.

Unit  here  at  school.  143  children  received  chest  X-rays.  In 
May,  108  children  received  their  first  innoculation  of  Salk 
Vaccine. 

Registration  for  our  incoming  first  graders  was  held  in 
May  with  48  children  attending. 

During  the  year  three  children  were  seen  at  the  Ortho- 
pedic Clinic,  three  at  Dr.  Kerr's  Clinic  and  one  at  the  Mental 
Hygiene  Clinic.  160  first  aids  were  given  and  81  home 
visits  made.
